Isa this machine running, on the outlet of 
the Crooked Lake, and dressing at the rate of 
at least four tonsa day. Some adverse cir- 
cumstances and want of sufficient capital in- 
duced them to suspend. The father sinee died, 
but the Doctor still resides at this place. 

A patent was secured covering all the essen- 
tial pointe necessary in such machinery, and 
the whole interests in this patent for the 
United States are owned or represented here. 
It is satisfactory to know that the means are 
on hand by which the great staple ofthe North 
can be made in a single year to supply the 
place of the great staple of the South. 

If Cotton is King at the South, they can be 
fully eonvinced that it cannot reign as such at 
the North.

. sufficient in this direction for any present or 
prospective emergency, and save a heavy con- 
tribution to the support of a Southern oligar- 
chy which in its insane infatuation is now and 
has been for years determined to dictate its 
own terms or to destroy the Union.

OPINION OF A BUSINESS MAW. 


Editors Chicago Tribune: 
The resolutions recently at a 


subject of Illinois currency, cannot be 
regarded as expressing any matured public 


| epnvietions. They were adopted without full 


discussion and some of them amid obviously 


conflicting views. 

This important subject should be thorough- 
ly discussed. With this view the writer de- 
sires to subanlt to your readers 
remarks, hoping if he may not present, he may 
at least elicit from others important facts and 


considerations. 
It seems to be conceded that new legislation 


is required. We want a currency that can de con- 


verted into gold and silver, or their equiva 
lente, at par, with certainty, promptness and con- 
venience. Our present system of banking has 
given us a currency which cannot be converted 
on any reasonable terms, and which, for the 
purposes of commerce, other than local trade, 
in which it is to some extent still tolerated, is 
practically worthless. We must therefore come 
to one of the three following conclusions: 


and amendment, or 
3. The whole system is inherently vieious. 

These three propositions we shall bave oc- 
casion, as we progress, to consider, but not 
perbaps in the order stated. 

It has been a fruitful of theory and 
experiment to a safe and convenient 
system of exchange. Partly from motives of 
convenience, but perhaps more because of a 
scarcity of the precious metale—a scarcity al- 
ways mpre felt in new than in old countries— 
States have provided for the issue of substitutes 
for specie in the shape of paper money, always 
aiming, however, to make the latter convert- 
wle into the former with certainty, on demand, 
at par. But a paper money which can be con- 
verted into gold and silver with entire certaln- 
ty, promptness and convenience, and yet sub- 
serve the purposes of a circulating medium, is 
not practically attainable. The party issuing 
must have inducements, as that he may issue 
an amount greater than the specie bas s held 
for redemption, or, that he may issue upon 
productive securities, as National, State or 
other bonds, more or less variable in value, or 
he will not issue. But these inducements 
necessarily affect the certainty and prompt- 
ness of conversion. To anewer the purposes 
of a circulating medium, the paper money 
must be carried to greaten or less distances 
from the place of redemption. This again ai- 
fects the convenience of conversion. 

The whole system must rest largely upon 
credit and must be subject to the uncertain- 
ties and fluctuations of credit. Hence, many 


wise men rd a representative currency as 
inherently vicious and in xpedient. Were the 
commercial world free to-day from all credit, 


bank bills incladed, it is questionable, to say 


the least of it, whether with its present expe- 


rience, it would again authorize paper money. 

But illinois cannot at once and alone aban- 

don the use money, however inhe- 
rently vicious. ile, therefore, submitting to 
its use as a temporary necessity, how can she 
provide for the conversion of her paper money 
wi — — and con- 
venience, and prevent 
flowing from it, of late so frequent and intol- 
erable! 
To arrive at anything like a satisfactory an- 
swer to these questions, it is necessary to ex- 
amine, with more or less minuteness, the ad- 
van and vices of the various sys- 
tems, in the United States. 

These are distinguished by the kind of ! 
lation, whether special or general, under which 
the banks are organized, and the kind of secu- 
rity, whether wholly private, or in the nature 
of public pledge, required for the redemption 
of the bills. Private Banks may be organized 
under general law, and Sec Banks under 
special charters, yet in fact, the private Banke 
of the 


d 
therefere, with this ex 
purposes of this discussion, not inaccurately 
classify them as Chartered and Free Banks. 

The former system is that of New Englan 
and it exists in most of the Middle, some o 
the Western and in all-the Southern States. 

The latter is the New York system, and it 
has been adopted with more or less fica- 
tion, in all the Northwestern States, except 
Mich and Iowa. For short, we may desig- 
2 * systems as the New England and 
New systems. 
Under the former system the Legislature 
spec determi from time to time, what 
banking capital is desirable, who should be 
permitted to 2 — banks, and where these 
banks shall be located. 

Under the latter, it is in a measure 
without restriction how many shall be 
organized, who shall control them, what 
amount of bills they shall issue, or where the 
Banks be located; but in all these particulars 
it lies with those who may choose to associate 
themselves under the provisions of general 
law, to determine. : 

Under the former bills are issued wholly 
upon private ity: but where well reg- 
u peer rigid restrictions. In Vermont 
(I take the system of this State to illustrate,) 
the capital must all be paid in; the Directors 
are sworn and ＋ — hes bonds in an 
amount equal to the capi to the satisfac- 
tion of the Bank Commissioners, for the faith- 
ful ent of their trust, and the re- 
demption of their bills. Not more in amount 
than one-fifth of the capital may be loaned to 
auy one party, direetly or indirectly, not more 
than one-tenth to all the Directors, nor more 
than one-twentieth to any one Director. The 
bills must be redeemed in specie, on demand, 
and the books, „and assets of the Banks 
must be at all times opeg to the ins ion of 


the Bank Commissioner. This o is 
pointed annually by the Atare. It 
made his duty to frequently visit aad examine 


Banks and to report annually in detall as to 
the condition of each, and he is clothed with 
necessary power to administer oaths, procure 
injunctions, &c. His mw, he fixed by the 
lature, but paid by the banks. 
nder the New York system, bills are issued 
only upon the pledges of marketable securities 
with some State officers, and this system is 
more or less restricted and — u — 
particulars, but the ng feature 
the — ledged. Under both, the stock - 
holders may and thy generally are, at least 
to a certain extent, liable for the redemption 
of the bills. True, at various times, other se- 
curity has been provided for under the New 
England system. New * under her old 
system, made provision that the banks should 
contribute to a general fund for the redemp- 
tion of the bills of broken banks. This was 
known as the “Safety Fund” system. It at 
one time existed also in Vermont. This kind 
of security has not obtained favor—it involves 
an element of injustice.

The comparative advantages of the New 
England system will become still more appa- 
rent, as adapted to our location and our com- 
merce, when we come to treat of central re- 
demption.

A currency may circulate at par in ordinary 
trade at — 4 and yet be a depreciated curren- 
cy for the pu of paying debts elsewhere, 
that is for buying exchange. 

Such is our currency now, the Banks of Chi- 
cago, as well as citizens, receive and pay it out 
at par. Exchange on New York for currency 
rules at 10 per cent. premium, while for gold 
it can be bought at * of 1 percent. Our cur- 
rency is therefore depreciated 9 per cent. 
But ordinarily it is depreciated from 1 to 2 per 
cent. Why do business men submit to this? 

Exchange is bought chiefly by business men 
and by our Railroad Companies. They keep 
bank accounts and deposit currency as receiv- 
ed. They cannot afford to assort and send 
home currency for redemption. The banks do 
not want to, e exchange of the West 's 
chiefly made by produce paper. This, as a rule, 
is bought and controlled by bankers.

Tlüs, 
if I mistake not, is a significant fact and af- 
fords the ‘ey to the whole difficulty in the way 
of parredemption. In New England par re- 
demptiou is secured by law.

Bach bank pays out its own bills as a result. 
Now, if we can secure certain and convenient 
redemption at par, as in New England, each 
bank will at once have an interest to issue ita 

‘own bills alone, and to use all other bills re- 
ceived to provide the means to rececin its own 
bills. result at once follows. Now, this 
rule may be reversed. If each bank be requir- 
ed to pay out none but its own par bills, both 
par and central redemption will follow on the

In view of the possibility of thus simply 
solving the whole difficulty, this subject as- 
sumes u 2 importance.

Banks would be compelled to 
discriminate in making loans, so as to favor 
circulation. Loans would not be granted to 
pay debts, or to favor speculative operations, 
do that the bills would go at once into ks 
and come home for redemption, but the Banks 
would find constant inducement to loan to 
those having occasion to pay it out in legiti- 
mate business, as for grain, cattle or hogs in 
the country. and to lum en to pay out on 
the premises, and to manufacturers and con- 
tractors to pay out for material and labor.— 
Thus, the interests of the Banks and the busi- 
ness community would measurably become 
identieal, and accommodations would 
— be limited, as now, to afew favored pur- 
sults, 

5. This would give also an immediate and 
une test of the soundness of Banks. 

Now, if such results would incessantly flow 
from each Bank paying out its own bills alone, 
it becomes a question of vast importance to 
inquire why this may not be enforced by law, 
at least long enough to rate a health 
«ystem of redemption; for, Once estab 
such system would perpetuate itself. 

There isa single answer to this question, 
as it regards the power of the legislature to 
enforce this. If the legislature may restrict 
and 9 interest. ifestly it may re- 
quire that Banks shall pay out a depreciated 
currency. But all bills are depreciated which 
cannot be promptly and conveniently convert- 
ed. Nor are there wanting precedents for 
such legislation. | 

But it may be sald, much of the Banking 
in the West is done by Bankers and not by 
Banks of issue. This is true; but this is 
chietly a consequence flowing from the tolera- 
tion of a depreciated currency. With a 

the inducements to private Banking 
are greatly diminished, if not done away with. 
—— — in like manner 
rom pa out a dpreciated currency. 

But it may be said again, no point in the 
West stands to the West as Boston to New 
England—that the real commercial center of 
of the West, is New York, and that the de- 
mand enna on New York is such, cen- 
tral Banks would frequently be drained of 
spetie to make this exchange. The reply to 
is simple. While the demand for ex- 
change is very great, the supply made by East- 
ern capital brought West, and by produce, 
provisions and gold sent East, is ample to 
meet the demand, Banks would only have to 
encourage the overabundant supply ma.e at 
certain seasons in the yearto meet the defi- 
ciencies of other seasons. Be ides, the im- 
mense demand now existing to pay the East- 
ern indebtedness, in the shape of interest on 
borrowed money, and dividends on invest 
meuts by Eastern men in rail , and other 
publie works, will gradually be diminished. It 
1s to be hoped the time is not distant when 
of railroads — be depos- 
ited, accumulated d out in C in- 
stead of New York. 

We res ully submit, then, the remed 
for our depreciated currency is to prohibit 
its further manufacture under the present 
system, and to prohibit the further payment 
by Banks and nkers, of any but money 
worth par where paid. The proposition to 
permit Banks,to make central redemption at a 
discount is to perpetuate and legalize a depre- 
ciated currency, and the proposition should 
uot be entertained fora moment. One word 
ia rd to the kind of Banking system which 
should be substituted for our present system, 
and I shall close, All interested in the West, 
aud particularly those of Chicago, require cen- 
tral par redemption. A State Bank with 
Branches is not to an extended system 
of central redemption. One of the features of 
a State Bank system is the embarrassment in 
the way of redemption, growing out of 
the practice of issuing bills at one ranch to 
be redeemed at another, thus depreciating the 
bills. Such a system is very well adapted to 
States like Indiana and Ohio, in which central 
redemption cannot well be ticed. But the 
commercial relations of this Northwest de- 
mand rather the New Bnglend system of in- 
dependent Chartered Banks, and central re- 
demption. The day is not distant when the 
commercial wants of Iowa will demand the 
abandonment of her State Bank and Branches, 
for Lowa will sustain to Chicago the relation 
which Vermont sustains to Boston.

even involuntarily, uoder the penalty of death 
Therefore, the unfortunate compositors and 
proof-readers of the Imperial paper : ve in a
